MEETS IN PHILADELPHIA 3 


LAST DAYS OF WEEK. 


Major Benson Has Resigned from 


Commission—Some of the 


Unsolved Questions. 


It is possible that the meeting of the 


Fiftieth Anniversary of the Battle of 
Gettysburg Commission on Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday of this week in 
Philadelphia may throw some light on 
the most important question as to how 


this town will receive assistance in 


order that the utmost can be done here 
for the caring of the vast throngs that 
will conie here. 


The solution of this question is 


somewhat clouded according to all ap- 
pearance by internal dissensions in the 
Commission, the evidence of which 
was made manifest "last week by the 
resignation of Major Benson of Phila- 
delphia. This is the second resigna- 
tion of s. member of the Commission 
in the period of several months, first 
Capr. Boyle, the secretary of the Com- 
mission, and now Major Benson, both 
after a service on the Commission of 
over two years and now when the hour 
of the honor is near. 
Explanations 


that have been offered do not give 
much assurance of what may be ex- 
pected from some members o£ the 
Commission. 


in view of the resignation of Major 


Benson, a number of citizens of Get- 
tysburg waited on Governor Tener 
last week, asking the appointment of 
Dr. J. A. Singmaster as a member of 
the Commission. Those in -the party 
were J. D. Keith, Esq.. and J. L. Butt, 
Esq., members of ihe committee of the 
Town Council in the matter of secur- 
ing proper preparations for the cele- 
bration. and Robt. C. Miller. John A. 
Cox and Win. Arch McClean of the 
Board of Trade ot Gettysburg. 


Governor Teuer was urged to ap- 


point Dr. J. A. Siugmaster by reason 
of his special fitness to give more prac- 
tical assistance than any other citizen 
because of his thorough study of tbe 
situation here. "\Vhen the first town 
meeting was called to consider the sub- 
sect of na anniversary celebration Dr. 
Singmaster was chosen to preside. He 
was later made chairman of the com- 
niitiee to wait upon Governor Stuart. 
He has been serving as chairman since 
that time and has repeatedly given the 
Commission much information on the 
situation here. It was Dr. Siaginas- 
ter's presentation of the physical diffi- 
culties that finally-led -Congress 'tor a rt- 
Tborlze the Secretary oC 'Vfar to have 
the army engineers thoroughly cover 
the physical demands here, which re- 
sulted m Congress taking sole charge 
of 
the physical preparations. 
Dr. 


Singmapter's familiarity with every 
deiail o£ the work to be done here, it 
v.'as urged, would make his appoint- 
ment the most valuable one that could 
b» made to nil the vacancy. Gov. Tener 
has the matter under consideration. 


Other matters were brought up at 


this meeting with Governor Tener. Hej 
gave assurance that the State Con-. 
srahulary would be sent here during) 
the celebration to do the policing nec-j 
essary. lie also said that the Hospi-j 
'tal Corps of the National Guard would 
Le sent to Gettysburg to give hospital 
service for the town. The question of 
sanitation and comfort stations was 
uisciicsed with him but no assurances 
aiong this line were given. 


The oue big question of the accom- 


modation of thousands of the general 
public has not beeu touched yet. The 
camps being provided by the War De- 
partment will be for the exclusive use 
of veterans. This exclusiveness should ! 
be dissipated by Congressional action.! 
if there is no other way to reach it. J 
The officials of the "War Department} 
claim that the Act of Congress hasj 
been legally construed to mean that if j 
a veteran comes to the IT. S. Camp ' 
with his wife, or an attendant, the vet- 
eran will be admitted but his attend- 
ant will be excluded. This separation 
will result in- great inconvenience and 
hours will be spent each day in trying 
to find the companion and every hour 
so lost will take from the pleasure of 
being present at the celebration. The

this city. The tentative program, as 
already agreed upon, consist-; of a cele- 
bration to last during the three dayb 
of the battle from July 1 to 3. inclu- 
sive, coming to a close on the last-nam- 
ed date with a peace jubilee. 


"Veterans of both tbe Union and 


Confederate Armies will participate in 
the exercises, and at the meeting uexl 
week an important part will be p'ayed 
by the members fiom the Southern 
States. The two leading figures in the 
proceedings will be General C. Irvine 
Walker, ot Charleston. S. C., past com 
mander of the Confederate Veterans, 
and Judge E. L. L. Torrarice. of Min- 
neapoli^. past commander of tbe Grand 
jxrmy of the Republic, who have been 
delegated by their respective organi- 
zations to serve with the anniversary 
commisions from January 1 to August 
1. Both of these veterans head com- 
mittees representing their respective 
orders and have full power to act in 
their behalf. 


"Dr. J. A. Singroaster, representing 


the town of Gettysburg, will be pres- 
ent at the meeting and present tbe 
needs of the town for the accommoda- 
tion of the large crowds ot" visitors. 
Whatever is done in this regard will 
have to be provided for by the State, 
as the appropriation by the War De- 
partment covers only the establish- 
ment of the veterans' camp. 


"The meeting will be the first of a 


uumber which will be held at stated 
periods until the opening of the camp 
oa the battlefield when the headquar- 
ters of the commissions will be trans- 
ferred to Gettysburg.'

Battle for Boulevard. 


The Library Committee reported fa- 


vorably to die House last week the 
concm-rent resolution from tbe Senate 
in favor of the "Greek Temple"' in Po- 
tomac Park, and the bill was placed on 
the calendar for a vote. The Library 
Committee in their report criticized 
the Lincoln Highway memorial, claim- 
ing that the Grand Army of the Re- 
public had finally endorsed the Greek 
Temple idea and that their endorse- 
ment of rhe proposed highway was 
hastily given. They expressed opinion 
that a roadway is not an adequate me- 
morial, citing as an illustration the 
Lincoln Parkway in Chicago as being 
seldom connected by anyone with Lin- 
coln. They drew no analogy from the 
famous Appian. Way whictT was a me- 
morial in character. They agreed that 
Lincoln was a plain man and that it 
hardly conforms with this idea to 
build a road chiefly used by automo- 
biles yet the Greek Temple would be 
utterly without any titiiitarian. use. 
They alleged the cost of the proposed 
highway would be S20.000.000. not- 
withstanding tbe Xew York road en- 
gineers declared that it could be built 
for a few millions. There is no ques- 
tion that the Library Committee has 
been against the road and in favor of 
Ihe Temple and was endeavoring to 
make the nest case possible for the 
Temple. 


The bill was not called up on last 


Wednesday until after 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon and the Maryland members 
in favor of the Lincoln Way started a 
filiiuster against the Temple resolution 
with . the result that Congressman 
Bartlett of Georgia talked until the 
hour of adjournment arrived and no 
action could be taken on the resolu- 
tion. 


The resolution will come up to-day. 


Wednesday. In the House and a great 
figh; is expected over the matter. 
Those favoring the Temple- nave tried 
to make all possible sentiment for 
Iheir project and along lines that have 
nothing to do with ihe merits of the 
romeM. Tliey have heen leaving Sen- 
ator Cullum of Illinois asking as his 
3nst request thai the Temple ^e nu- 
t.iorized, that i» would Ise a sort of 
monument ;o liimself and when he was 
assured Jt would be erected he could 
relinquish liis place in public life with- 
out n. single regret. T3ie effort was 
plainly Jo try to make a last personal 
request hi ing what the merits of 51ie 
proposition could not win. Represen- 
tative Slaydcn lias been trying to make 
senJimoni against Highway^ that it 
was being pushed to boom real estate. 
and Senator Roof charged that a high- 
way would he lined wish roadhouses. 
and lie used by joy riders principally. 


"First:—The object of the Act cre- 


ating the Commission (the erection of 
monuments on the Battlefield of Get- 
tysburg to commemorate the heroism 
and virtues of those who there fought 
and fell in defense of their country) 
has been fulfilled. But additional du- 
ties have since been imposed upon, the 
Comniissiouerfc. 


Second:—I have been oue of three 


Commissioners of tae Gettysburg Xa- 
tioiial Park, established by Act of Con- 
gress in ISOn, which requires all my 
spare time beyond niy own personal 
business. 


"Third:—The other Xew York Com- 


missioners reside at places conveni- 
ently situated for meetings and con- 
sultation, while I reside 365 miles dis- 
tant from the City of, Xew York where 
the meetings are -usually held, and 
cannot give that attention to the busi- 
ness of the office which a Commission- 
er should give without over-iaxjng my 
strength. Sly age now nearly Si years. 
I think should exempt me from fur- 
ther dtity oa the Coiuruission."'—":~ 


In view of these facts I respectfully 


ask to be relieved of the duties and 
obligations imposed on me by this of- 
fice, and that my resignation be ac- 
cepted, to take effect immediately.

of the population of Pennsylvania, as 
reported at the Thirteenth Decennial 
Census are given in an advance bulle- 
tin soon to be issued by Director Du- 
rand, of the Bureau of the Census, De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor. 1 
was prepared under the supervision 
of William C. Hunt, chief statistician 
for population. Statistics of color, na 
tivity, parentage, sex, citizenship, illit 
eracy, school 
attendance, dwelling 


and families are presented. They ar 
grouped as follows: For the State an 
counties; for cities and boroughs o 
25,000 or more; for cities and boi 
oughs of 10,000 to 25,000; and 
fo 


places of 2,500 to 10,000, and for ward 
of cities of more than 60,000. A pre 
vious population bulletin for Pennsyl 
vania gave the number of inhabitant 
by counties and minor civil divisions 
decennial increase and density of poi: 
uTation, and the proportion urban am 
rural. That and the forthcoming bul 
letin cover all the principal topics o 
the poulation census except occupa 
tions and ownership of homes. 


The white population is divided inti 


four groups: (1) Native, native par 
entage—that is. having both parent: 
born in the United States; (21 native 
foreign parentage—having both par 
ents born abroad; (3) native, mixed 
parentage—having one parent nativ 
and the other foreign horn; (4) for 
eign oorn. As the second and third 
classes do not differ greatly in charac 
teristics, they are combined in some 
of the tables; in a few cases all three 
native white classes are combined. 


Of the total population of Pennsyl 


vania. 4,222,727. or 55.1 per cent., are 
native whites of native 
parentage; 


1.806.267. or 23.6 per cent., are native 
whites of foreign or mixed parentage: 
1.43S,/19. or 1S.S per cent., are foreign 
horn whites; and 193.919, or 2.5 per 
cent., are negroes. The corresponding 
percentages in 1900 were 59.2, 22.7 
35.6 
and 2.5 respectively, comparison 


indicating considerable decrease in the 
porportion of native whites of native 
parentage. 
Native whites of native 


parentage constitute more than three- 
fourths of the population in 32,of the 
61 counties, and more than, nine-tenths 
in 
12 counties- The proportion of 


whites of foreign hrth exceeds 20 per 
cent, in 12 counties, the highest per- 
centage being that for Lacakawanna 
county (29.2): in 35 counties, however 
the proportion is less than 10 per cent. 


Of the urban, population 45.S per 


cent, are native whites of native par- 
entage; of the rural, 69.2 per cent. The 
corresponding proportions for native 
whizes of foreign or mixed parentage 
are 2S.S and 15.6 per cent., respective- 
ly.

The urban population shows a smal- 


ler proportion of children 5han Jb-p ru- 
ral and a larger proportion of persons 
in the prime of life. Migration to the 
<-iiy explains this at least in part. Of 


children from C to 14 years, 
the percentage attending .school was 
80.5. 
The percentage for children of 


this age among native whites oi native 
parentage was 88.1; among native 
whites of foreign or mixed parentage, 
S-i.S; {unions negroes, 82.9; and among 
foreign born whites, 79.G. 
There is 


little diflereiice between urban and ru- 
nil communities as regards the per- 
centage attending school for the ages 
from G to 14, but of persons from 15 to 
20 years, 31.4 per cent, in rural com- 
munities and 21.8 per cent in uroan 
were reported as attending school. 


The Census Bureau classifies as il- 


literate any person 10 years of age 01 
over who is unable to write, regard- 
less of ability to read. There are 354,- 
290 illiterates in the State, represent- 
ing 5.9 per cent, of the total popula- 
tion 10 years of age and over. 


The percentage of illiteracy is 20.1 


among foreign born whites, 9.1 among 
negroes, and 1.3 among native whites. 


For all classes combined the propor- 


tion of illiterates is higher in ;ural 
than in urban communities, the per- 
centages being 61. and 5.S, respeccive- 
Iv: the percentage is also higher in 
the rural population for each class 
separately. 


For persons from ]0 to 20 years of 


age. inclusive, whose literacy depends 
largely upon present school facilities 
and school attendance, the percentage 
ot illiteracy is 2. 


In the poulation 15 years of age and 


over, 38 4 per cent of the males are 
single and 31.4 per cent, of the 
fe- 


males. The percentage married is 56.S 
for males and 57 9 for females, and the 
percentage widowed, 4.3 and 10.2 re- 
spectively. The percentages of those 
reported divorced, 0.3 for both sexes. 
are believed to be too small, because 
of the probability that many divorced 
persons class themselves as single or 
widowed. 


That the percentage single is smal- 


ler for women than for men 3s due in 
part to the excess of males in the for- 
eign born population, and in part to 
the fact that women marry 3-onnger. 
Thus S.4 per cent, of tbe females from 
15 to 19 years of age are married, as 
compared with 0.8 per cent of the 
males, and 46.9 per cent of the fe- 
males, from 20 to 24 years are mar- 
ried, as compared with 22.7 per cent, 
of the males. In the next age group 
25 to 34 years, the percentages are 73.8 
and 64.2 respectively, while in the age 
group of 35 to 44 the difference practi- 
cally disappears. That there is a larger 
proportion of widows than of widowers 
may indicate that men more often re- 
marry than, women, but. since hus- 
bands are generally older than their 
wives the marriage relationship 
is 


more often broken by death of the hus 
band than by death of the wife. 


For the main elements of the popula- 


tion the percentages of married per- 
sons among-those 15 years of age and 
over are as follows:

These percentages by no means indi- 


cate the relative tendency of the sev- 
eral classes as regards marriage. To 
determine that, the comparison should 
be made by age periods, since "the pro- 
portion married in any class is deter- 
mined largely by the proportion 
have reached the marrying age. Sim- 
ilarly, the proportion widowed depends 
argely on the proportion past middle 
ife. The percentage married is slight- 
y higher for males and decidedly 
higher for females in rural than in ur- 
Dan communities.

Probably 4,000,000 young trees will 


be set out on the State reserves during 
1913, according to estimates of the 
State Forestry authorities, who are 
planning to do esteusive plautiog- 
Thisyear more tbao 1,900,000 seedlings 
were set out, making tbe greatest year 
for tbe department's operations in tuat 
direction. 
•*. 


The State is growing practically all 


of the trees used for leplanting aud 
also eueouragiu? forestry in the vicin- 
ity of the reserves. The State now 
operates three large nurseries and a 
number of small ouesou its lands, the 
first having been created at Mont Alto 
in 1902. It produced SS5.000 young 
trees tnis year, while Greenwood save 
600,000 seedlings and Asaph 960.000, 
tue latter being tbe latest and estimat- 
ed to give 3.000,000 in 1913. 


To date tbe Forestry Department has 


planted approximately -5,775.000 trees, 
of which about 5,000.000 came from its 
nurseries, a branch of State work little 
known. The nurseries cover 2SOO acres 
and next year it is expected that the 
output will be more than doubled. Be- 
fore long the department hopes to 
plant at Jeast 20,000.000 =eedlings a

An 
association was formed several years 
asro with the object of raising $15.000 
with which 10 buy the old mansion 
and maintain it as a memorial to the 
author of the famous national hymn, 
hut. the movement did not meet with 
success. 
"Francis Scott Key was born near 


Emmitsburg. Frederick county, in 1/79 
and died irflS43. He was United States 
District Attorney for the District of 
Columbia, and an intimate friend of 
President Jackson. Key was the father 
of eleven children. One of the sons, 
Philip Barton Key. was killed on La- 
fayette Square. \Yasnlngton. by Gen- 
eral Daniel Sickles, and another, Dan- 
iel S. Key, was slain in a duel near 
Bladensburg. 
"Francis Scott Key. while studying 


at Annapolis, became the intimate 
friend of Roger Brooke Taney. after- 
ward chief justice of the United States. 
and who married Key's only sister. 
He was a member of the Episcopal 
Church and for many years taught a 
Sunday School class at Rock Creek 
Church. He is said to hare been a man 
of fine appearance, and an eloquent 
speaker. His kindness of heart was 
shown by the fact that he manumitted 
all his slaves. The story of his com- 
position of "The Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner/1 while detained on a British ves- 
sel during the attack on Baltimore, is

T?K 
pivsitlenlial 
electors met 
on 


Monday of last week in (he respective 
State capitals and recorded the vote 
for President and Vice President, go- 
ins, through the formal routine of 
elect ins; "\Vooclrow "\Vilson. Democrat. 
President and Thomas R. Marshall. 
Democrat. Vice President hy a major- 
ity of C39 over both Roosevelt and 
Taft. 
The Pennsylvania electors met in 


the Senare chamber al Harrisburg; and 
as one of the three secretaries to con- 
duce the proceedings named Deputy 
Secretary of the Commonwealth Geo. 
p. Thorn, and as the stenographer, 
John Kendlehart. 
' William AVilhclm of Pollsville was 
elected chairman of' the meeting and 
then proceeded TO give the touch of a 
farce'to the proceedings by declaring 
that "this meeting is the most remark- 
able thing- that has ever taken place 
in the politics of Pennsylvania—to 
think that the rock-ribbed Republican 
State of Pennsylvania is about to cast 
its vote for the men who were not the 
national nominees of the Republican 
party but who would have been but for 
the "fact that the man who holds a 
commission as Senator from Pennsyl- 
vania betrayed the Republicans of 
Pennsylvania at Chicago. It is re- 
markable that a party but four months 
old should cast the electoral vote of 
the State for Roosevelt. 
The man 


who made tnis possible is that grand 
statesman of Western Pennsylvania, 
William Fliun." 
As this screaming 


farce produced no applause but 
a 


deeper shade of gloom settled on the 
assembly some one turned on the elec- 
tric light and then the presiding officer 
concltided a prayer would be appropri- 
ate and Rev. J. B. Marquard, pastor of 
the Bethlehem Lutheran Church of 
Harrisburg, and a graduate of Gettys- 
burg College, officiated and he asked 
Divine blessing on the" College, Taft, 
Terier and those about to take charge 
of the national government. 


The College then cast 38 ballots for 


Theodore Roosevelt for President and 
same number for Hiram W. Johnson 
for Yice President, and every elector 
wrote his name on the back of his bal- 
lot and later secured his ballot in or- 
der to have it framed and placed 
among his family relics. 


At the conclusion these reforming 


Progressives signed the pay roll for 
S3 per day and three cents mileage, a 
number collecting for 3 and 4 days. 
The Adams county elector. Hon. Win. 
H. Tipton. however, asked for but one 
day's pay. 


The death of ex-Vice. President Sher- 


man., who was the Republican conven- 
tion nominee to succeed himself, cre- 
ated a vacancy on the ticket -which re- 
ceived a plurality in two States and 
toe votes of Utah and Vermont were 
cast for President Taft and jDr. Nicho- 
las Murray Butler of Columbia Uni- 
versity. In Salt Lake City, a woman 
-elector, Sirs. Margaret Jane Wichter, 
-one of the electors, was selected to car- 
ry the result of the vote to Washing- 
ton. 


The electoral vote by States was as
